The water lines will carry 40 
pounds pressure from a gravity flow 
stand pipe tank of 50,000 gals. capac- 
ity, which will give ample suction 
pressure for at least three standard 
fire streams. The quality of the water 
in our number 1 and 2 wells is good 
and of zero hardness and of sufficient 
quantity to meet all domestic require 
ments for considerable time. 

The arrangement of the present in- 
stalled water pipe lines is quite suit- 
able for incorporation as part’ of the 
new proposed. water distribution 
system and would serve the . whole 
town as far as capacity goes. 

The water system as proposed will 
be automatic in control and therefore 
at a minimum cost in operation, Its 
complete installation cost is estimat- 
ed at approximately $86,223.

Improperly processed home-canned 
foods can cause botulism. Also, it is 
possible to contract trichinosis, a 
muscular disease, through the eating 
of partially cooked pork. 

It is emphasized that food prepared 
for customers must*first of all be 
clean, wholesome, free from spoilage 
and safe for human consumption. All 
perishable foods should be stored in 
a refrigerator at dr below 50° F.; all 
pork products should be thoroughly 
cooked, 

Pastries should come from approv- 
ed sources if they are not baked on 
the premises. Oustard-filled pies 
and pastries such as eclairs, cream 
puffs and cream pies must be kept 
under cover and refrigerated at all 
times, : 4 

Germs are especially attracted to 
milk and eggs. All milk and milk 
products should come from approved 
sources d pasteurized products 
should be used wherever possible, Un- 
less a special sanitary type of bulk 
dispenser is used, all fluid milk must 
be served in containers in which it is 
received. 

Proper storage of food, drinks, 
containers, utensils, glasswa're dishes 
and silverware is highly important. 
Also, says the booklet, there is no 
excuse for dirty dishes, glassware, 
silver, pots and pans and other cook- 
ing utensils. Proper scraping and 
plenty of hot water, proper washing 
and rinsing, and sanitary handling 
are the “musts” where dishwashing 
is concefned. 

Here are 13 rules for food handlers: 

1. Use plenty of soap and hot water

iffs. Canada can’t. produce automobil- 
es for less than: the United States, 
but there is every chance of ouf pro- 
ducing airplanes for less, and of ex- 
porting them all over the world, 

There:is no such thing as mass 
production of planes, Ford’s Willow 
Run and Douglas and Lockheed and 
all the giant plants in the United 
States have failed to get mass pro- 
duction of aircraft in the same terms 
that apply to autos. 

An automobile factory can turn 
out 5,000 cars a day. Yet the most 
planes ever made in one year by one 
firm were 6,000 Piper Cubs turned? 
out at Lock Haven, Pa, Yet those 
Cubs were easier and cheaper to 
make than the wing of a bomber in 
many cases—and still they were not 
made by mass production, 

Thousands of parts and hand weld- 
ing of the tremendously strong steel 
tubalar frames is a feature of the 
aircraft industry, and. when that type 
of work is required Canadian work- 
ers can produce as cheaply as Amer- 
ican ‘workers. 

Raw materials and many other 
lower costs mean that we can potent- 
ially turn out planes for less in Can- 
ada, but here. are some other angles 
to the picture. Engines and many 
other parts are not made in Canada 
and have to be imported under a 
heavy Canadian duty, in spite of the 
fact that the duty does not add one 
whit to the possibility of such ‘parts 
being made here. 

For a nation to make aircraft suc- 
cessfully for world ma'rkets it must 
have designs. Canada has only one 
Canadian. design, the Noorduyn 
Norseman, and inquiries about it ‘are 
coming in. from all over the world. 
But.we have got in Canada the 
manufacturing rights on some.of the 
finest American. designs. 

In Montreal we're working on a 
modification of the famous American 
DC4, and we'll not only use it on TCA 
but, perhaps sell a few in other 
countries, 

In Hamilton we have the only 
Canadian plant making a light plane 
design, the Cub, and there is no rea- 
gon why Canadian-built Cubs couldn't 
compete with American Cubs for 
markets all over the world, The Cub 
design has. outsold all other designs 
combined two to one in the United 
States, and the right to use that de- 
sign in Canada is an important nation 
al asset.

Most eve loves cucu her 
his victory garden should pickle ten 
The home economists of the Dom 
Department of Agriculture per 
these tested recipes, one for a 
sweet pickle, one for a sour pickle, 
and one for Curry Slices. 

There are two ingredients which 
Should be chosen with care for pick- 
ang purposes. The first is salt. The 
type which is treated to make it 
“free-running” in wet weather, will 
cloud the brine; refined dairy or com- 
mon table galt should be used. The 
second item is the vinegar. Poor, 
weak vinegar will result in a cloudy, 


greyish product. Good quality cider |. 


or blended vinegar, is fine, or white 
vinegar for a crystal clear liquid, © 
Dill Pickles 

Cucumbers three to four inches 
jong are best for dill pickles. Wash 
prick with a fork and soak overnight 
in cold water, Drain; dry thoroughly, 
Place pieces of dill in the bottom of 
clean jars or sealers, Pack cucumbers 
in jars or sealers, Put more dill on 
top. Prepare the following pickle 
mixture, which yields sufficient liquid 
for 4 ‘or 5 quarts pickles. 

2 cups vinegar 

1 cup aalt 
2% quarts water 

Bring toa boil. Pour over the 
cucumbers while hot and seal. Let 
stand about six weeks before using. 


Gherkins 

4 quarts gherkins 

1 cup salt 

2 quarts boiling water 

8 tablespoons whole mixed pickling 

spice 

2 quarts white vinegar 

2 teaspoons powdered alum 

2’ cups sugar 

Wash ‘gherkins, cut if necessary. 
Cover with hot brine made from salt 
and water; let stand overnight, Drain. 
Tie whole spices loosely in» cheese- 
cloth bag. Heat vinegar, add alum, 
sugar and spices. Boil ten minutes, 
Pack gherkins in clean, hot jars or 
sealers, cover with hot liquid and seal. 
Yield: 8 pints. 


Curry Slicés 
2 tablespoons whole mixed 
pickling spice 
1 quart vinegar 
1 cup brown sugar 
2 teaspoons curry powder 
2 teaspoons dry mustard 
2 tablespoons salt 
% teaspoon pepper 
‘4 quarts sliced, peeled, medium

onions 
| 1 green or sweet red pepper, chop- 
' ‘Die whole spices loosely in cheese- 
cloth bag. Combine vinegar, sugar, 
curry, mustard, salt and pepper and 
bring to boil with spices. Add cucum- 
bers, onions and chopped pepper and 
bring to a boil. Boil 5 minutes. Drain 
and gave liquid. Remove spice bag 
and pack vegetables into clean, hot 
jars or sealers, Bring vinegar mix- 
ture to boiling point and pour ovor 
pickles to overflowing, Seal, , Yield: 
about 8 pints. 


BORSCHT 
(A famois Russian soup) 
1 bunch beets 
1 cup tomatoes, fresh dr canned 
4 cups water . 
1 small onion 
% pound breast of beef 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 


Pare the beets and cut them into 
long strips. Strain the tomatoes, over 
the beets, not letting any seeds 
thtough. Add water. Put in the onion 
and meat, cut into smail pieces, and 
simmer for thirty minutes. Add lemon 
juice, sugar and galt. Boil one-half 
hour more. Beat the eggs with a 
pinch of salt, Add'the hot borscht to 
this, a little at a time, stirring well 
to prevent the separating of the eggs. 
This will behave more or less as in 
any custard mixture, Serve at once, 
while Very hot, 


HOME-MADE OOFFEE CAKE 

Here’s a really easy coffee cake 
that will be baked time after time by 
those who accept my “dare” and try 
the recipe once. 

Peach Coffee Cake 

8 cups sifted flour; 4 teaspoons 
double-acting baking powder; 1 teas- 
poon salt; % cup sugar; ™ cup 
shortening; 1. egg, slightly beaten; 
% cup milk. 

4 cups {1 quart) sliced péaches; 2 
tablespoons butter or margarine; \% 
cup sugar; 1% tablespoons flour; 4 
teaspoon salt. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt and sugar, and sift 


| again; Cut in shortening. Combine egg 


and milk. Add to flour mixture and 
stir until soft dough is formed, Turn 
out on lightly floured board and 
knead 30 seconds, Divide dough in 
half.and pat into two 8x8x2-inch pan 
or two 9-inch layer pans. 

Arrange sliced peaches over top of 
dough. Mix together butter, sugar, 
flour and salt, and agprinkle over 
fruit. Bake in moderate oven (375° 
F.) 55 to 60 minutes, or until done,
